fended the mountain against a 
northern. army onslaught. 

The commemoration of the bat- 
tle of Kennesaw Mountain has 
been an annual affair for a num- 
ber of years but today was the 
first time in which the ceremonies 
were held on that historic field 
since the national government has 
taken it over to convert it into a 
national park. 

Editor Speaks. 

The address of the day, deliv- 
ered by Ralph McGill, executive 
editor of The Atlanta Constitu- 
tion, cited the need “more than 
ever before” for American valor 
and American ideals. 

“There are great tasks ahead,” 
McGill said. “Today, in times of 
peace, we need soldiers of peace 
and of patience and of under- 
standing. Our task is to do the job 
so that the flag may still fly, un- 
sullied and with none of her glory 
dimmed by any fault of our own.” 

On the platform were assembled 
actual witnesses of the notable 


battle and descendants of some of. 


those who fought among the op- 
posing forces. 
Witnessed Battle. 
Sprightly Miss Lucinda Hard- 
age, eyes sparkling in spite of her 
95 years, attracted the admiration 
of the crowd. She lives today in 


the same house she lived in as a’ 


young girl, right on the battle- 


field, and she told interesting sto- 
ries today of how from her front. 
steps she saw General Leonidas | 
Polk and General Joe Johnston as | 


they moved about the field. She 
and her family remained in their 
house until shells began to fall in 
their garden. 

Chase Worley, who lives near 
Canton, Ga., today, told of how 
he saw the soldiers moving into 
the battle when he was nine years 
old. 

J. T. Manry, another old Geor- 
gian on the platform, lived at Lib- 


erty Hall at the time of the battle 
and told of how he heard the fir-. 


ing. Later, Mr. Manry roomed 
with Joel Chandler Harris at For- 
syth, Ga., where both worked on 
a newspaper. 

Delivered Constitution. 

“I delivered the second issue of 
The Atlanta Constitution to Joel 
Chandler Harris,” said Mr. Manry 
yesterday. “The postmaster ask- 
ed me to give Harris ‘this copy of 
that new Atlanta newspaper and 
to ask him what he thought of it’.” 

Mr. Manry now lives at Plain 
Dealing, La., and comes to the 
Kennesaw ceremony annually.

(P)\—Governor Richard W. Leche 


ain| BRITISH SUBJECT, 


WIE HUMILIATED 
BEFORE JAPANESE 


Woman Forced To Dis- 
robe as Sentry Looks 
On; Mistreatment of 
U. S. Seaman Charged. 


TIENTSIN, June 25.—(#)—An 
official announcement that a Brit- 
ish subject and his wife were un- 
dressed and searched before being 
allowed to cross the Japanese bar- 
rier shocked the British commu- 
nity tonight as the British and 
French concession ended the 12th 
day under blockade. 

Major G. A. Herbert, British 
consul, who protested last week 
against other incidents in which 
British men were stripped and 
searched, announced the woman 
was permitted to retain only one 
garment—a hip girdle—while sub- 
jected to an examination by a 
Chinese policewoman in full view 
of a Japanese sentry. 

Employed at Club. 

The two involved were Mr. and 
Mrs. D. Finlay, who are employed 
in the International Country Club 
in Japanese-controlled territory. 
Major Herbert said the incident 
occurred late Saturday. 

1. United States Consul General 
John K. Caldwell announced he 
had lodged representations with 
the Japanese, charging them with 
mistreatment of Robert S. Casey, 
an American seaman from Seat- 
tle, Wash., in detaining him four 
days. The incident was regarded 


-+ closed when Japanese consular of- 


ficials expressed their regret. 
Protest to British. 

2. Japanese Consul General Shi- 
genori Tashiro sent a_ strongly- 
worded protest to British Consul 
General E. G. Jamieson, charging 
the British military with inter- 
fering with and attacking a Chi- 
nese constable on Japanese-occu- 
pied territory. The incident, pre- 
cipitated when a British soldier al- 
legedly assaulted a Chinese shop- 
keeper, occurred late Saturday. 

3. Japanese tightened their 
blockade by allowing only one 
Chinese to enter the British and 
French concessions each half hour 
and declared martial law near the 
railway station, beyond the In- 
ternational bridge, sweeping back 
a crowd of Chinese ‘waiting to en- 
ter the French zone. 

4. G. A. Smith, British export- 
er, was released after being held

ANDREWS ARRWES) 
TO BEGIN HEARING 
ON TEXTILE WAGES 


Labor Spokesmen Appear 
Today and Tomorrow 
Before Administrator, 
Then Manufacturers. 


A dramatic court-like battle, in- 
volving thousands of workers in 
the south and throughout the na- 
tion, begins at 10 o’clock this 
morning in Atlanta when Elmer 
F. Andrews, administrator of the 
Wage-hour act, opens hearings on 
a proposed 32 1-2-cent-per-hour 
wage scale for textile employes. 

Sitting as a “semi-judge,” An- 
drews will hear today and to- 
morrow representatives of the 
AFL and the CIO, favoring the 
wage rate recommended by the 
textile industry committee, and 
for the next week or 10 days will 
listen to the arguments of nearly 
100 southern manufacturers who 
oppose the 32 1-2 cent per hour 
rate on the grounds it will throw 
25,000 to 50,000 southern mill 
workers out of employment. 

Andrews, Staff Arrive. 

The wage administrator and his 
staff moved into Atlanta last night. 
Industrialists, manufacturers and 
experts opposing the wage rate 
also were in the city. 

Scene of the quasi-judicial 
hearings will be the roof of the 
Ansley hotel. 

Andrews has only to decide 
whether or not the recommenda- 
tion of the textile industry com- 
mittee will. be accepted—-whether 
textile workers, including cotton, 
rayon and silk workers, will be 
paid 32 1-2 cents per hour or if 
the committee recommendation 
will be rejected and workers paid 
the 30 cents per hour minimum 
which automatically goes into ef- 
fect under the wage-hour act in 
October. 

Charges Against North. 

Even as the big battle over eco- 
nomics was about to begin, the 
opposition through Congressman 
Eugene E. Cox released a state- 
ment charging that the higher 
wage rate is just another attempt 
by the north to strangle industrial 
development in the south and 
predicting many manufacturers 
will have to “close their doors” if 
the 32 1-2 cent scale is approved 
and made law by Andrews. 

To this view, C. M. Fox, presi- 
dent of the United Textile Work- 
ers of America, last night replied 
that the advocates believe the 
higher rate will stimulate industry 
—not retard it. He pointed to 
the “exhilarated” trade when pay 
was raised under the old NRA. 

Forces of the battle are to be 
drawn up in the following man- 
ner: 

Representatives of the AFL will 
give testimony today on why they 
think the 32 1-2 cents per hour 
scale will not harm southern in- 
dustry but on the contrary will 
stimulate trade. 

The CIO will be heard tomor- 
row, as well as any other “scat- 
tered” groups favoring the recom- 
mended rate.

“SUCH AN OPIN 
I$ UNAUTHORZED 
BY LAN, HE SAYS 


‘No Desire To Become In- 
volved in Controversy 
Between Governor and 
One of His Appointees.’ 


By The Associated Press. 
Attorney General Ellis Arnall 
declined to rule, in a letter made 
public yesterday on the legality 
of Governor Rivers’ recent or- 
der taking control of the State 
Highway Department. 

The letter was addressed to 
W. L. Miller, highway board 
chairman, who on Saturday 
asked Arnall’s opinion as to 
whether the law creating the 
highway board was superior to 
the budget law under which Rivers 
took control. 

Rivers took over the department 
Friday under an executive order 
requiring his approval of all pur- 
chases totalling more than $25 and 
extending his supervision to the 
employment of new highway board 
personnel. 

“Unauthorized by Law.” 

Arnall wrote in his letter to 
Miller: 

“It would be highly improper 
and unauthorized by law for the 
attorney general to render an opin- 
ion to you as chairman of the high- 
way department and as an ap- 
pointee of the Governor touching 
the authority or duties of the chief 
exeuctive of this state.” 

Arnall compared this with ren- 
dering an opinion to some minor 
employe of the Highway Depart- 
ment in reference to Miller’s au- 
thority as chairman. 

“The Governor did not request 
my opinion as to his authority in 
premulgating and issuing the or- 
der. to which you refer,” Arnall 
said. “Had he done so, I would 
have been delighted to give him 
my official opinion. He has not 
now requested my opinion as to 
his authority in reference to pro- 
mulgating and issuing said order. 
Were he to do so, I would ren- 
der an official opinion thereon. 

Cites Statutes. 

“So far as I know, no attorney 
general in the history of the state 
has ever rendered an official opin- 
ion as to an appointee of a Gov- 
ernor dealing with the authority 
of the Governor to pass an order 
affecting the department of the ap- 
pointee or the appointee himself. 

“Trusting that you appreciate 
the proprieties of this situation 


and assuring you that I have no 
desire to allow the department of 
law, or myself personally, to be- 
come involved in any controversy 
between the Governor and one of 
his appointees, I am, with highest 
personal regards, sincerely yours.”

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In the Far East 


It does not seem logical that the Japanese 
will, at present, risk a complete showdown with 
western powers in China. Apparently the pri- 
mary purpose of the blockade at Tientsin is to 
enhance Japanese prestige at the direct expense 
of the British. While openly hostile to Britain 
—insulting their nationals and organizing boy- 
cotts against them through the controlled press 
‘—they are treading lightly in the neighborhood 
of American toes. 

The reason for this is obvious. The most 
damaging blow to Japan would be the setting 
up of an economic blockade by western powers. 
With Britain preoccupied in Europe it is a rea- 
sonably safe bet to jostle them in China. Jap- 
anese leaders realize that Britain would go to 
» almost any lengths to avoid an open breach. 
And economic pressure without the co-operation 
of the United States, while feared, would not 
necessarily prove disastrous. If, however, the 
United States joined Britain and France in 
putting on the economic screws it is generally 
agreed it would be the end of the great Jap- 
anese adventure in China. 

The Tientsin affair has gone so far, how- 
ever, it seems destined to bring the Japanese 
challenge to western influence in China to an 
eventual climax, It is regarded as foreshadow- 
ing similar action in Shanghai. State Depart- 
ment officials are gravely concerned over the 
matter. With the lessons of the successful 
piece-meal aggression in Europe before them 

they realize that unless the Japanese are check- 
ed now, nothing short of an actual collision, 
even war, can stop them later. This feeling is 
reflected in the determined stand of Admiral 
Yarnell to sit tight in the defense of American 
rights. If British and French treaty rights may 
be openly flouted, it is not to be doubted that 
the rights of the United States would come next. 

Although Tokyo has legitimized the actions, 
it is generally felt that the steps taken against 
the British at Tientsin were inspired by the 
army leaders in China. The military campaign 
had bogged down and something of a spectacu- 
lar nature had to be done to revive the droop- 
ing spirits of the economically harassed people 
back home, people who have been fed on a 
diet of brilliant victories on the field of battle. 
This is the lighter aspect. 

A far deeper significance is to be found in 
the realization by Japanese army leaders that 
the present regime in China can never be 
overthrown as long as British prestige remains 
so high, as long as Britain continues to support 
Chiang Kai-shek financially and economically. 
Hence the various activities against the British. 
It is also significant, however, to note that 
whenever British and Japanese armed forces 
come within close proximity of each other the 
Japanese promptly retire, leaving the former to 
carry out their assignments. This strongly in- 
dicates that while Japan is willing to go to any 
peaceful lengths to bring Britain to taw they 
are leaning backward to avoid an open clash 
of arms. 

A general war, or even a general] diplomatic 
rupture, which would immediately put an eco- 
nomic ring around Japan, is the last thing 
wanted by thoughtful Japanese leaders, outside 
the military clique. Japan's foreign trade dur- 
ing the last five months has reached a position 
bordering on chaos. Orders go unfilled for the 

‘want of raw materials which must come from 
abroad and must be paid for in gold or ex- 
change. Japan has neither in sufficient quanti- 
ties. It seems safe to assume that the affair 
at Tientsin will be settled peaceably for the 
time being, that the larger question involving 
a complete showdown on Chinese relations, is 
one which Japan can least afford to bring to 
a climax at present.

The Month of Death 

The toll of accidents, in the United States, is 
27 per cent higher, computing the average for 
the past five years, in July than in any other 
month of the twelve. 

In July, 1938, accidents killed 8,720 persons, 
800,000 were injured and the cost to the nation 
was $300,000,000. 

These figures, furnished by the National 
Safety Council, provide forceful illustration that 
the American people, when summer heat sends 
them in search of cooling recreation or pleas- 
ant vacation, grow more careless and take many 
unnecessary risks. For it is the vacationist, the 
holiday maker, who pushes the death toll for 
July far above that of other months. 

Of course, the climax of this orgy of vacation 
death always comes on July 4, the Independ- 
ence Day holiday. It is then that reckless mo- 
torists crash upon the highways, that non- 
swimming bathers venture beyond their depth, 
that indoor workers invite sunstroke and that 
thoughtless parents permit their children to im- 
peril safety with fireworks. 

One-fifth of all the drownings of any aver- 
age year, take place in July. More persons die 
of food poisoning in July than in any month. 
The picnic lunch is, undoubtedly, to be blamed 
for this. 

July is almost here. Once again the tempta- 
tion to recklessness on vacation will assail us 
all. Once more the scythe of death will sweep 
over the beaches, the highways, the swimming 
pools and, even, the homes. Last July 76 people 
were killed by falls, many of them in the homes, 
on every day of the month. 

It is tragic that Americans are so constituted 
they cannot enjoy one of the finest months of 


the year, a month that should be dedicated to 


fun and happiness, without paying the price in 
thousands of needlessly taken lives, in hundreds 
of thousands of maimed sufferers and in the 
unmeasured sorrow of friends and families of 
all the victims. 

There is only one remedy for the national 
July sickness. Thaf is a firm resolution, made 
and kept by everyone of us, to exercise extreme 
caution through July—and all the other months 
—so that the lives and the safety of all may be 
safeguarded. 

It is a resolution which, if put into practice, 
would pay great financial dividends, as well as 
spiritual returns in lessened sorrow and distress, 


Majority for Mediation 

If disputes and disagreements which result 
in strikes were mediated before and not after 
the walk-out there would be less loss, less suf- 
fering, less inconvenience and less bitterness all 
around. A permanent federal board, operating 
under a statute similar to the Railway Media- 
tion Act, which has averted major railway labor 
tie-ups for over a decade, would probably fill 
the bill. | 

If there is any doubt in the minds of sen- 
ators and congressmen, and other political lead- 
ers, as to the peoples’ wishes in the matter of 
enacting such legislation it must have been re- 
moved by the result of a recent Gallup Poll on 
the subject. It indicated that 88 per cent of 
the people questioned were in favor of this type 
of enactment. So large a majority should be 
convincing enough if the nation’s legislators are 
in a mood to be convinced. 

The Gallup Poll has proved itself to be ex- 
ceedingly accurate whenever put to the prac- 
tical test. It has forecast many elections, na- 
tional and state, over a period of years, within 
a fraction of one per cent. It is, without doubt, 
the most reliable barometer of changing pub- 
lic opinion. 

Through a cross-section sampling by a na- 
tion-wide staff every stratum of society is in- 
vaded for a viewpoint. The investigators query 
people in all walks of life, all income groups— 
farmers, townsfolk, city people, office workers, 
laborers—people in every state. The number 
interviewed in each group is based upon its 
proportion to their numbers in the total popula- 
tion, according to census figures. 

Economic loss as a result of disagreements 
between industry and labor is inestimable be- 
cause it is so often measured in loss of life and 
in terms of things denied to striking workers’ 
Wives and children as well as in dollars and 
cents. Not only are the majority of people con- 
vinced a permanent federal board could avert 
most walkouts, but they also believe it could, 
in all probability, serve as a means to heal the 
breach in the ranks of labor itself, which has 
done so much to disturb the industrial peace 
of the nation.

YOUTH AND CONSERVATION 
(From the Florida Times-Union) 

Something approaching a solution should be 
found for two American problems—youth and 
conservation—if they could be properly related. 

While a warning was being sounded by Pro- 
fessor Hamden L. Forkner at a recent meeting of 
the Eastern Commercial Association in New York 
city that American youth would become the prey 
of Fascism and Communism unless they could find 
remunerative employment, Dr. Hugh H. Bennett, 
chief of the Soil Conservation Service of the De- 
partment of Agriculture, was telling the house 
labor committee of a 30-year program that would 
be necessary to control soil erosion in the United 
States. 

The educator recommended federal or state 
employment for high school graduates: and the 
soil conservation chief told the house labor com- 
mittee that.it would be desirable to make the 
Civilian Conservation Corps a permanent organi- 
zation. The professor urged an educational pro- 
gram that would furnish a paid period of appren- 
ticeship for the high school graduate by the state 
or federal government, and Dr. Bennett praised 
the CCC workers being used in 355 soil conser- 
vation camps as a “highly efficient type of labor.” 

Praises of President Roosevelt's Civilian Con- 
servation Corps program have been sung too fre- 
quently for a need of their repetition here, but 
it is worth while to explain, that in effecting a 
conservation measure through that agency and 
in providing work for unemployed youth and 
adults, he also has focused attention of America 
squarely on a subject that had left the minds of 
serious thinkers, who were too busily engaged 
with harvesting the natural output of nature with- 
out replenishing her bountiful gifts.

IF TODAY WERE 1940 WASHINGTON, June 25.—An in- 


teresting change come ‘over 
the third term talk of the New Deal group aro the President. 
Until recently, the most they said was that they thought the Presi- 
dent ought to run and hoped he would. Now they go further, stat- 
ing that “as of today, the President would run.” 

This prediction is based on observations of the presidential de- 
meanor, the existence of pressing domestic and foreign problems 
which the President feels himself peculiarly fitted to treat, and 
the lack of any other liberal Democratic candidate. Possibly time 
will remove the problems and produce another suitably New 
Dealish fellow who would be acceptable to the Democratic conven- 
tion. Possibly the New Dealers’ prediction is wishful thinking, or 
merely an attempt, as many conservative Democrats suspect, to 
frighten the party into obedience to the White House. At any rate, 
it deserves chronicling, considering the New Dealers’ past accuracy 
in foretelling presidential next steps. 

If the New Dealers may be 


“LIBERAL UNITED FRONT” 
wrong as to the President’s 


present intentions, they cannot be mistaken as to the carefully 
planned campaign to strengthen the liberal wing of the Democratic 
party. This campaign has been carried on under the supervision 
of the President for many months. Its most recent development 
was Attorney General Frank Murphy’s sudden excursion into Wis- 
consin, to pay the most heartfelt tributes to the memory of old Bob 
La Follette, and to tell his heirs that they were the finest political 
stock in the country. | 

The present Senator La Follette especially is as able a politician 
as you would find, heartily respected by his colleagues of every 
shade of opinion. Yet it is at least a little odd for a cabinet officer 
of one political party to go out of his way to give a big boost to 
the leaders of another political party. And the La Follettes, as 
Progressives who have declared their independence of the New 
Deal, are just such leaders. 

Actually, the Murphy move was carefully planned, and his Wis- 
consin speech was submitted at the White House and fully approved 
by the President. The President has forgotten his extreme irritation 
at Phil La Follette, whom he blamed for the Progressive declara- 
tion of independence. His relations with Bob La Follette, briefly 
interrupted by Bob’s criticisms of New Deal policy as weak and in- 
decisive, are once more as good as ever. 

The President’s approval of the Murphy venture had two pur- 
poses. One was to teach the Democrats the lesson which the Presi- 
dent is always drumming in, that they must nominate a candidate 
of progressive type in 1940. The other was to arrange, if possible, 
the La Follettes’ return to the New Deal fold. Murphy went as a 
White House ambassador, empowered to ask the two brothers for 
their support of a New Dealer in the coming campaign, and to offer 
certain inducements in return. “A United Front of Liberalism” is 
the new slogan which Murphy carried to Wisconsin. 


WIND-BLOWN STRAWS Of course, this effort to strengthen 

Democratic liberals and frighten 
conservatives with the specter of a third party opposition may be 
intended by the President to benefit another man. But two things 
are worth noting in this connection. 

In the first place, canny practical politicians and New Dealers 
alike have lately noted a slackening of the President’s attempts to 
build up one or another of his New Deal henchmen. The Murphy 
build-up is aimed, except perhaps by Murphy, at the second place 
on the ticket. Secretary of Commerce Harry L. Hopkins is no 
longer shown off as the heir apparent, and Solicitor General Robert 
H. Jackson is being left to do his big job in the comparative ob- 
scurity of the courts. ‘The President, of course, has it in his power 
to make any reasonably presentable follower a potential candidate. 
The fact that he has so far failed to do so suggests the inference 
that he does not greatly long for another candidate’s emergence. 

_In the second place, there is the large body of learning on the 
third term question which the New Dealers have been at pains to 
accumulate. Apparently their notion is that, if they can produce 
enough qualifying quotations from the fathers, they will counteract 
the third term tradition as established by Washington and Jefferson. 
The President has shown considerable interest in all this learning. 
Possibly it’s only because he’s an historically minded man, but the 
interest is one more of the signs which encourage the New Dealers.

© 4UFM Raymond Clapper 
wrote from Washington a quiet 


observation that this country was 
now entering without fanfare “a 
new phase of the New Deal, in 
which our system of capitalism 
will be probed to its deepest 
roots.” : 
“Some within the administra- 


tion feel that fundamental changes 
have taken place to alter com- 
pletely the nature of our system,” 
he said, adding that, “Frankly, 
the opinion is general among New 
Deal economists that American 
capitalism faces a major read- 
justment.” 


The President’s proposal to 
spend another $3,000,000,000 “out- 
side the budget” proves that Mr. 
Clapper called the turn, for this 
program would not only buy the 
administration four more years 
of life in which to “readjust” 
American capitalism but would 
commit the government almost ir- 
revocably to the type of économy 
employed in Germany. 

Private enterprise might not 
quite throw up the sponge but, 
at best, would operate almost 
wholly under the control and at 
the mercy of New Deal agencies, 
and the regulations to enforce this 
control and protect the adminis- 
tration’s ‘venture from failure 
would be vastly greater and tight- 
er than those now in effect. 


Grab-Bag Already the govern- 
S ment has generously 
ystem relieved the states 
and cities of many of their respon- 
sibilities and much of their inde- 
pendent character as well, under 
the grab-bag system of assistance 
which creates a reckless compe- 
tition between communities to get 
all they can while the money lasts. 
The government has built

A LIBERAL SPEAKS ON THIRD 72RMS He whom they 
; eall “Honest 


Harold” Ickes has announced that he will seek to have Mr. Roosevelt 
announce and campaign for a third term. Honest Harold is behokden 
to Mr. Roosevelt and is, in a sense, in his employ. Therefore, I thiak 
it proper of Mr. Ickes to be loyal. 

Nevertheless, it ought to be apparent even to the most sincere 
supporter of the President and his policies, that a third term would 
be an error. 

_I am quite sure Mr. Roosevelt can have the nomination if he 
wishes it. But it is equally sure that it would split the Democratic 
party. It would guarantee the victory of a Republican nominee. 

The honest and sincere supporters of the President cannot expect 
the nation to believe that only Mr. Roosevelt is fitted to be President. 
He is a great man and he has done many splendid things. I think 
he saved the nation in 1932 and 1933. There are, true enough, no 
outstanding personalities of his type. : 

Yet the stubborn refusal of the Ickes t}pe New Dealer to admit 
that 12,000,000 people are unemployed and that all efforts to solve 
that problem have failed; that money has been wasted and thrown 
away; that the deficit is huge and embarrassing; and that there is 
an amazing lack of efficiency in administration—all this makes for 
ee and for a growing lack of faith in the entire New Deal 
policy. 

Aside from the field of economics and administration, there are 
very sound reasons why Mr. Roosevelt should retire from office. I 
would like to say this out of a very real and sincere admiration for 
him personally and for many of his measures. 

In this talk of a third term, it is interesting to note that the 
gentleman generally recognized as the outstanding liberal in America 
Oswald Garrison Villard, whose book, “Fighting Years,” is worth 
reading, has announced himself on the third term. The article 
appears in the current issue of the left-wing Nation. 


“WHY NOT A FOURTH OR FIFTH TERM?” 
article, under 


the heading, “Issues and Men,” is entitled, “No Third Term for 
Roosevelt.” After recalling that Ickes was willing to give a third 
term to Theodore Roosevelt and bolted Taft in 1912 to aid that 
movement, Mr. Villard continues, saying: 

“I am, of course, entirely in accord with what Mr. Ickes says 
about Vice President Garner. His candidacy is preposterous on 
every ground; his election would be a calamity. Yet I do not believe 
that the nomination of Roosevelt is the only answer. |[ would far 
rather see Bennett Clark chosen, or Governor Stark, of Missouri. or 
Secretary Hull. Mr. Ickes cannot deny that if it should be ‘necessary’ 
in 1940 to put up Franklin Roosevelt again for lack of anyone else 
the same cry would be raised in 1944 and 1948. If three terms are 
all right, then four terms will be, then five, then six, and then a 
presidency for life. That is what the Bull Moosers would gladly 
have bestowed upon Theodore Roosevelt; and certain friends of 
General Grant, who had profited by being in office or by the 
wholesale graft that went on in his administration, were also for 
keeping him in the presidency indefinitely as the only proper reward 
for the victor of Appomattox. 

“If there were the soundest reasons for defeating Grant and 
Theodore Roosevelt for third terms, there are similarly sound reasons 
for retiring Franklin Roosevelt to private life—I should take this 
position if I felt that the Roosevelt administration were 100 per cent 
successful all along the line instead of being in very considerable 
degree a failure, a direct invitation to the electorate to choose once 
more a conservative for the office.” 

It was Thomas Jefferson who more than a century ago warned 
against third terms and used very much the same language as does 
Villard. He warned that once a third term were given it would 
then be more logical and natural to give a fourth and fifth. 

As much as I admire Mr. Roosevelt and as much as thousands 
of others admire him, it cannot be admitted that this nation has so 
deteriorated that our institutions cannot be maintaineé and our 
economic ills solved by anyone except Franklin D. Roosevelt. Quite 
obviously a third term effort would be unwise and, if successful, 
most unfortunate. 


A DANGEROUS THREAT There is no escaping the fact that 

a third term fight would be fraught 
with very real danger to the nation. It would be a bitter and, perhaps, 
brutal fight. It eventually would develop some of the features of 
civil war. 

The enemies of Mr. Roosevelt would make many false and true 
charges. The false ones would be unusually vituperative and 
abusive. The friends of Mr. Roosevelt properly would give answer. 
The fight, coming as it would when the critics of Democracy are 
making the most of our mistakes, would be more grist in their mill. 
I know that Mr. Roosevelt likes to break precedents, but I cannot 
believe he will offer for a third term. 

It would be folly for him at this time to say what he plans. There 
is every reason from a personal and party standpoint, why he should 
not. If he were to say he is not to be a candidate, obviously he and 
the party would lose all power. He would be ignored in the 
congressional debates and decisions. He cannot afford to announce 
his intentions at this time. 

When the time comes it is to be hoped he will not offer again.

The Dairyman Doesn't Get More 
Milk By Starving Part of His Cows 


By ROBERT QUILLEN. 

Like our brothers in the jungle, we are competitors by nature. 
And thus we are naturally disposed to accept the plausible idea that 
the way to build ourselves up is to pull other people down. 

It is a fallacy, of course, but we seem unable to believe it wrong 
until costly experience of our own has shown that it doesn’t work. 

The England of George III tried to enrich itself by holding the 
colonies down, overlooking the obvious fact that people with money 
to spend make the best customers. 

After the Revolution and before the constitution was adopted, 
the states adopted the same short-sighted policy and almost succeed- 
ed in ruining themselves before they learned better. 

The fathers, whether gifted or inspired or made wise by their 
losses, wrote into the constitution the simple provision that in time 
made us the richest of nations. The absence of all trade barriers 
between states made this the largest free-trade area in the world, 
and unrestricted trade makes prosperity for all. 

The first hard lesson was enough to keep the nation free of folly 
for generations; but the old suicidal policy still seems plausible 
enough to appeal to our natural selfishness, and the result is a pair 
of follies that cripple us in the name of safety. 

One will bring certain ruin if long continued; the other, already 
long continued, robs us of ‘profits that we should make. 

The states have found a way to evade the constitution and keep 
out the products of their neighbors, thus inviting retaliation and 
establishing the policy that will ruin all together. 

The other folly, continued since the Civil War, almost without 
the knowledge of the people, is to keep the south down to the status 


of a colony. 
Recent items gleaned from the daily press tell part of the story 


of the south’s poverty. 

The south is required to pay higher freight rates—in some in- 
stances 100 per cent higher. 

The Labor Department finds that living costs in the south are 
only 3 per cent lower than in the north; yet a WPA worker in 
New York gets $65 a month, while one_in the south, doing the same 
work, gets $20. ; 

The south has over 50 per cent of the farmers, the poorest in 
America, yet has received only 42 per cent of the AAA funds— 
$43.23 for each farmer in 11 southern states, $81.69 for each farmer 
in the north and west. 

Holding one section down isn’t good business. We fight for 
foreign markets, yet our own south, if given a break and properly 
developed, would demand and consume the greater part of our 


surplus products.

Threat to Dixie, E. E. Cox C hatges 


"Representative States Northern Manufactures Are es, 


Charges that northern manufac- 
turers are using the proposed 
32 1-2-cent per hour wage rate 
for textile workers as a weapon 
to prevent industrial development 
in the south were hurled here yes- 
terday by Congressman E. E. Cox, 
of Camilla, on the eve of hearings 
on the wage rate today by Elmer 
F. Andrews, wage-hour adminis- 
trator. 

His statement follows in full: 

“TI note that Mr. Andrews, ad- 
ministrator of the wage-hours act, 
will be in Atlanta on tomorrow 
to conduct hearings on the pro- 
posal to fix a 32 1-2-cent an hour 
minimum wage for cotton mill 
workers. It is well that hearings 
should be conducted in order that 
the public might be informed of 
the plight of small business, but 
I would feel more hopeful of ob- 
taining relief if I had the con- 
fidence to believe that there was 
present the desire and purpose to 
make findings conform with the 
facts as they will be established 
by proof. 

“These minimum rates were rec- 
ommended by a committee repre- 
senting large manufacturers whose 
purpose is to establish a monopoly 
through setting up unfair competi- 
tive conditions which will make 
it impossible for small operators 
to keep their doors open. 

“The two great labor organiza- 
tions demand the rate of pay rec- 
ommended by these large opera- 
tors, and the labor department, be- 
ing under the complete domina- 


M.;| tion of the CIO, it should be easy 
‘| to tell what the decision of the 
w.| wage-hours division of the depart- 


ment will be. 

“The way the wage-hour law Is 
working is no surprise to those 
responsible. for its enactment. 
They knew that it would paralyze 
small industry in the south. This 
is what they intended it should 
do. Large manufacturers of the 
north would not have favored 
adoption of the law had they not 
known that it would kill off com- 
petition from the south. It is not 
the betterment of the condition of 
the laborer that they are interest- 
ed in but the insurance of con- 
tinued profits.

“It must be remembered that 
ithe south is compelled to operate 
under many handicaps, both nat- 
ural and artificial.

For suggesting that the world’s 


need of return to God might be 


served better if some of the miri- 
isters of God were more truly 
spiritual and literate, the Rev. 
George C. Swedburg, of Jackson- 
ville, Fla., romps all over this col- 
umn, He accuses us of a “blanket 
indictment against the whole min- 
istry” and of having “a highly in- 
tellectualized and sweetly reason- 
able version of réligion.” He ques- 
tions the length and depth of our 
theological education and suggests 
that we ought to stick to political 
and social questions, leaving re- 
ligion to the truly qualified. 

It may be that we did write a 
bit intemperately the other morn- 
ing when we had just been listen- 
ing to a raucous, cheap, heavy- 
breathing radio evangelist calling 
mortals to God. We wrote in a 
state of emotional protest against 
the sort of emotion the radio rant- 
er distributes to people who need 
something infinitely better in emo- 
tion. But we did not write for an 
intellectualized and reasonable re- 
ligion as against an emotional one, 
because we oppose that as much as 
Dr. Swedburg seems to do. We 
wrote merely for better emotions, 
more genuine eloquence, deéper 
spirituality. We wrote against the 
type of evangelist who invites us 
to God in terms as cheap and 
loud as the barker outside the cir- 


cus tent employs. 


Neither did we make a “blan- 
ket indictment against the whole 
ministry.” If Dr. Swedburg thinks 
we did we don’t blame him for 
being indignant and scornful and 
somewhat less than Christian in 
his letter to us. We said that “our 
healers of the soul are often less 
literate . . . less truly soulful than 
the ‘ones upon whom they oper- 
ate.’

Then they were taken into one 
of the “searching huts” which 
Japanese patrols have established 
at all barrier entrances, where 
Finlay reported he was divested 
of all clothing and examined 
closely while his wife was forced 
to watch. 

Mrs. Finlay then was placed in 
charge of a Chinese policewoman 
and taken into an inner room 
where, he reported, she was 
forced to undergo a similar ex- 
amination “within full view of a 
watching Japanese sentry.” 

She said she requested the sen- 
try to leave the room, “‘whereupon 
he momentarily turned his back 
but soon resumed a steady scrut- 
iny of the examination.” 

Mrs. Finlay said she was divest- 
ed of her coat, dress, petticoat and 
underclothing, being permitted 
only to retain a girdle. 

When the examination was fin- 
ished she said she was allowed to 
dress and emerged to find her 
husband, garbed only in an under- 
shirt, shoved into the street. 


She said Japanese sentries flung 
his clothing after him and he 
dressed in full view of a crowd of 
spectators. The couple then was 
permitted to enter the concession. 

In the incident which resulted 
in Tashiro’s protest, Japanese 
charged a British soldier assault- 
ed a Chinese shopkeeper in Japa- 
nese-occupied territory and that 
British concession police beat off 
Japanese-sponsored Chinese police 
when they tried to arrest the 
Tommy. No shots were fired but 
some of the participants received 
minor injuries. 

Tashiro’s protest said “the Japa- 
nese authorities take a grave 
view” of the incident and a Japa- 
nese military spokesman com- 
mented further: 

“We cannot allow this to pass 
without redress. Should another 
affair of this kind occur, the out- 
come would be unpredictable. The 
Japanese army is determined to 
take firm measures in this case. 
Responsibility for any aggravation 
of the situation lies with the Brit- 
ish.” 

Japanese reported that Casey, 
the American sailor, was detained 
because he failed to produce a sea- 
man’s certificate, and while Amer- 
ican consular officials considered 
the incident closed the Japanese 
promised a further investigation.

Asked by the American Institute 
of Public Opinion, “Do you think 
you would be better off or worse 
off if there were a Republican ad- 
ministration in the White House?”

But 32 per cent—or 
about one person in three—say 
they think it would make no dif- 
ference to them which side wins. 

A smaller number (24 per cent) 
say they think they would be bet- 
ter off under the G. O. P. 

If President Roosevelt decides 
to run for a third term present in- 
dications are that the great bulk 
of the relief vote would remain 
Democratic. 

Persons on relief are still 82 per 
cent for Roosevelt today as a sec- 
ond-term president, and 66 per 
cent of them said this month that 
if Roosevelt runs again they would 
vote for him—no matter who the 
Republican candidate might be.

Then I real- 
ized that vitamin A had done it— 
I had been taking two vitamin A 
capsules a day for several days, 
50,000 units a-day, for another pur- 
pose. Several friends to whom I 
told of my experience have tried it 
and they have had the same grati- 
fying results. It should be a great 
boon to all who have such dread 
of night driving.” 

Vitamin A is the one I have 
generally designated the apocry- 
phal vitamin. You can’t prove by 
me even now that there is any 
serious shortage of vitamin A in 
any ordinary diet in this country. 
It seems to me that the only vita- 
mins most people need concern 
themselves about at -all, for 
health’s sake, are vitamin B-com- 
plex (which includes a dozen en- 
tities such as B-1 (thiamin), B-2 
(riboflavin or G), nictotinic acid, 
etc.) and sunshine vitamin D. 
Young infants and some invalids 
on restricted diet need supple- 
mentary rations of vitamin C. As 
for vitamin A, vitamin E, and 
other alleged vitamins not so clear- 
ly defined, you may leave them 
entirely in the hands of your phy- 
sician. 

On request, if you inclose a 
stamped envelope bearing your ad- 
dress, I will send you.a monograph 
on V(eye)tamin A. If you essay 
the role of guinea pig for your 
own experimental investigations I 
hope you will give us a report of 
your results.

Speech Defects Treated ; 
By Relaxing Exercises

pmerely too high strung, tuck the 


slogan into a prominent pigeon- 


hole of your mind and try to apply 


it to all your activities. The “Slow- 
Easy” theme predominates in the 
exercises and they should be done 
leisurely and rhythmically, to 
music. Here are some samples. 

Stand with feet fairly close to- 
gether and parallel, hands on hips. 
Bend down to the left, circle up 
to the right, and straighten up. 
Take it “slow—easy” and in time 
with the music. 


Stand with hands _ together, 
hanging limply in front of body. 
Keeping hands together, swing the 
arms from the shoulders, circling 
hands up, around, down. S-l-o-w- 
e-a-s-y! 

Now, keeping the legs straight, 
let the trunk go very limp so that 
head and arms dangle toward 
floor. Keep the chin on the chest, 
but let the trunk hang as if you 
didn’t have a bone in the upper 
part of the body. Then straighten 
up and flop again, rhythmically. 

' One of the exercises is very 
similiar to a waistline slimming 
exercise given reducers: Begin by 
standing with feet together, hands 
down at the sides. Then raise right 
arm high overhead, and at the 
same time step backward with the 
right foot. Continue the exercise, 
alternating right and left sides. 
Perform very rhythmically. 

One more. Stand with hands on 
chest, feet together. Fling the arms 
straight out at sides, shoulder lev- 
el, and step sideward with the 
right foot. Return to starting 
position and repeat, stepping side- 
ward with left foot. 

You could probably take any 
good set of exercises, do them 
slowly and rhythmically, and ben- 
efit from the relaxation they in- 
duce.

SOFIA, Bulgaria, June 25.—(/) 
Increasing pressure for Bulgaria’s 
open adherence to the Rome-Ber- 
lin- axis was seen by diplomats 
today in conversations between 
Bulgarian leaders and Dr. Hans 
Frank, Nazi minister without 
portfélio. 

Dr. Frank was reported relia- 
bly to have sketched a plan for a 
Bulgarian - Hungarian - Yugoslav 
bloc under patronage of Germany 
and Italy. 

Such a bloc would be expected 
to offset Turkey, Rumania and 
Greece, who are friends of Britain 
and France in the Balkans. 

It was said Bulgaria’s demands 
for return of war-lost territories 
from Rumania and Greece would 
be supported actively by the 
Rome-Berlin axis in return for 
her allegiance pledge. 

On the other hand, it was ace 
ported Hungary would be backed 
in her desire to get Transylvania | 
back from Rumania while Yugo- | 
slavia would be promised the.
